Dawson  County 

Located  in  eastern  Montana,  Dawson  County  is  Montana's  25th  most 
populous  with  9,059  residents,  according  to  the  2000  Census. 

Glendive,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  1 7th  largest  cit\  with  a  population 
of  4,729.  The  city  is  known  as  "Paddletlsh  and  Caviar  Capital  of  the 
World."  The  paddlefish  average  about  55  pounds  and  must  be  snagged 
with  heavy  rods  and  reels.  Paddlefish  roe  is  donated  to  the  Glendive 
Chamber  for  processing  into  caviar  and  proceeds  are  donated  to  recre- 
ational projects.  The  area  is  also  home  to  Makoshika  State  Park,  located 
one  mile  from  Glendive.  where  dinosaurs  once  roamed. 

According  to  the  Montana  Almanac,  by  authors  Andrea  Merrill  and 
Judy  Jacobson,  the  county  was  established  in  1 869  and  named  for  Major 
Andrew  Dawson  of  the  American  Fur  Company.  The  authors  say 
Glendive  was  named  "'...by  the  first  Montana  tourist.  Sir  St.  George  Gore, 
an  Fnglish  sportsman  who  was  reminded  of  a  stream  named  Glendale  in 
Ireland."" 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for 
Dawson  County  households  in  1997  was  $31,964.  The  county  is  2,383.2 
square  miles  in  area;  2,373.3  square  miles  in  land  area  and  9.9  in  inland 
water  area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  According  to  the 
Western  Regional  Climate  Center,  the  average  daily  low  in  Glendive  in 
Januar>'  between  1961  and  1990  was  1.4  degrees  above  zero.   The  aver- 
age daily  high  in  July  was  88.3  degrees  above.  The  annual  precipitation 
during  the  same  period  was  13.61  inches.  The  growing  season  was  from 
May  8  to  Sept.  24  (last  and  first  frost).
